On 
Good Friday everyone who is able will attend the morn- 
ing services, the Way of the Cross and sermon in the 
afternoon or evening. In many churches the beautiful. 
custom has been started of conducting devotions from. 
midday until three o’clock on Good Friday in honor of 
the three hours during which Jesus hung on the cross

in suffering. No Catholic worthy of the name will refrain from receiving 
Holy Communion on Easter Sunday, because it is the only proper way of 
proving that we are “rising with Jesus” from the grave of sin to a spiritual 


and supernatural life. In order that all people may be accommodated, we 
recommend that the ladies go to Confession on Wednesday and receive on 
Holy Thursday and age Sunday, and that the Saturday be reserved for 
the men who find it less cofivenient to go to Confession on Wednesday. 

On Good Friday the Church receives your voluntary offerings for the 
maintenance of the many churches and shrines in the Holy Land, and for the 
reclamation of some of the holy places from the hands of the Mohammedans 
and schismatics. The Church was in possession of these places for one 
thousand years following the death of Christ and they rightfully belong 
to her. 

At the beginning of Lent we recommended that you divide your Lenten 
self-denial savings between two collections; that you give one-half of al! you 
saved from Ash Wednesday to Palm Sunday to your parish church and the 
other half to missions. Then give your Holy Week savings to the Easter 
collection. , 

This is a week of prayer; hence engage in it generously and fervently, 
and, among other intentions, pray that the efforts of priests for the spread 
of the Faith and for its intensification in the Catholics who are now luke- 
warm may be eminently successful. |

The Christians also observe a day of Atonement, and it is regarded 
religious holiday by millions. It commemorates the day on which the Etern 
Son of God paid mankind's debt to the Holy Trinity by the sacrifice of Hi 
life on Calvary. “Greater love no man hath than that he lay down his life 
for his friend,” was said by Him who laid down His life even for His enemies, 
It was a very convincing proof of God's infinite love for the souls which He 
created, and of His eternal longing for their salvation. It was also a most 
forceful way of His telling how heinous sin is in His eyes. 

When Christians observe Good Friday as they do there is no thought in 
their minds of manifesting their animosity towards the Jews @ho are usually 
accused of accomplishing Christ's death. As a matter of fact, the Jews, ag 
such, were not responsible for the murder of Christ. The generality of the 
Jews loved Christ, thousands of them followed Him even into the desert, and 
remained with Him three deys without even going to the towns for something 
to eat. They crowded the synagogue when He preached. His reception by 
them into the city of Jerusalem only a few days before His death showed 
that they were not opposing Him. But a certain hypocritical group among 
the Jews, the Scribes and Pharisees, were His bitter opponents, His jealous 
enemies, and they conspired for His death; and He was tried at night leat 
the people revolt. The mob which appeared before Pilate, which followed 
Him to Calvary, ete, it is true, was incited against Him. But the nation as 
a whole was not implicated. The Christ, whom Christianity worships was a 
Jew, as were everyone of His apostles, as well as the beautiful virgin who 
was chosen by God to be His mother. 

It were foolish to keep up hostilitiés towards any race or religion no 
matter what may have been its guilt nineteen hundred years ago. Yet such 
is the tendency of people when they wish to make a case against a religion 
or a nation today, not considering either of them in the light of their present 
day status, but going back a few centuries into their history and digging up 
isolated instances of cruelty or of persecution and then venting their spleen 
on people who may have such religious or racial affiliations centuries later. 

Let us be fair and just, and let us all be conspicuous for our charity 
towards oge another “as Christ also hath loved us and delivered Himself up 
for us.”

Moral Reflections by the Same 


I am in the habit of contemplating, 
with astonishment, those prodigies of 
painting and sculpture which adorn 
our churches, our galleries, and the 
palaces of the great: and I cannot 
but reflect how persevering has been 
the industry of their authors, whose 
works, as it were, animated with be- 
ing, are destined to be immortal. And 
I am led to say to myself: why is it 
that the rough convas and the cold 
marble are wrought into the perfect 
resemblance of men, while parents 
often take but little, if any, pains to 
preserve in their children the original 
likeness and lineaments of men! Here 
such a variety of coloring and 
shades, or such untiring patience in 
the use of the chisel, lest there should 
be the slightest want of symmetry, 
of expression, and, especially, of the 
character of the figures which start 
into life under the art of the painter 
or the sculptor: and, in parents, no 
eare totform the traits and conduct 
of their children according to a truly 
Christian model, and, often so lamen- 
table a neglect of it, that their off- 
spring, deformed by the ugliness of 
every vice, hardly retain the image 
of Himself which God engraved on 
their foreheads; and grow up a curse 
to society, and a scandal to religoin! 
How is that man, who, if | may thus 
speak, imparts education to inanimate 
and irrational nature, who compels 
the earth to supply his alimentary 
wants; the plants to lose, by culti- 
vation, their original wildness; the 
elements—air, water, fire, gas, vapor 

to minister to his ends; the deadli- 
est poisons to assume the characters 
of sanitary remedies ;—how is it, that 
man who can tame the savage beasts, 
can yoke the ox, and bridle the steed, 
and chain the lion, and cage the tiger, 
and goad the elephant that man, 
not satisfied with ruling the earth, 
and extending his dominion upon the 
sean, but seans the very heaven 
reaching the stars, and commanding 
the sun,—that man, in a word, who, 
by education, conquers and masters 
every thing, bestows so little thought 
upon the education of his children, 
the tender offspring of his own per- 
gon? Ah! in vain, says the author 
of Ecclesiasticus, in vain do you put 
your hopes and your delight in your 
children, if they are not brought up 
in the fear of God. The fear of God 
is the source of all wisdom. But in 
the estimation of some, this is re- 
garded as an obsolete truth, a maxim 
no longer in use, and by such educa- 
tion is neglected. That kind of edu- 
cation, | mean, which contemplates, 
especially, the government of the 
heart. and the formation of morals 
and which, if not cherished, in fami!
